JUST A MINUTE IN MEXICO. 
EXICO CITY.—The tendency of any city 
Mouse on the site of Mexico City is to sink. 
Most of the great buildings here have no- 
ticeably sunk, and in places where they are tak- 
ing the sidewalks with them one often walks 


upon an incline. Much of what the Aztecs built. | 


disappeared in that way, and how many cities 
lie under the present capital of the Mexicans 
no one knows. The archaeological reverence 
is very fine. A few days ago workmen excavat- 
ing in one of the principal streets uncovered 
an old ptece of sculpture surmounted by a 
feathered serpent. The city authorities at once 
threw about the excavation a fence, and in 
due time whatever is there will be removed 
by the Government archaeologist and taken 
over to the National Museum. That is the 
way in which Mexico has got her maliseum. 
There is nothing else like it upon ipo estern 
Hemisphere, and it has chiefly me out of 
the ground upon which Mexico City_signils. 
Those two priceless relics, the calend and 
the sacrificial stones, were both uncovered in 
this way; and all that region about the great 
cathedral, which stands upon the site of the 
old Aztec temple, is a veritable graveyard of 
the past. Year by year the museum grows 
richer, and if they should ever build a subway 
in Mexico City goodness knows what they 
might not find. 

One day I climbed up to the shop of an 
American archaeologist who has been working 
down here for 25 years. Evidently he had been 
in a state of excitement all that time. He had 
not heard anything about any revolutions. He 
knew nothing of what Governments had come 
and gone. He knew only that if one digs, 
which he does every week-end, one turns page 
after page the story of the past. He gave me 
a little tobacco jar which he said was pre- 
Aztec. It is almost as fine as china. 
made it? Well, if you will give him a week, 
and won’t hurry him, he will tell you about 
it. He will open your eyes about Mexico. He 
will prove to you that there was a city here 
before Adam. I did not have a week, though 
you may guess I would Mke to know that story. 
I had to quiet him and fell him I would take 
his word for it. He kept looking at the door, 
as if he meant to lock me in. That settled it, 


and I dashed out. The last I saw of him he | 


was standing at the top of the stairs. He had 
something in his right hand which he was try- 
ing to tell me nobody but the Chinese could 
have made, and in his left hand he was waving 
a decoration which he said was pure Egyptian. 
It is all here—if you have time for the story. 
The Aztecs had a god whose name was 
Tezcatlipoca- It was he who made the laws 
for the people and watched over their ob- 
servance. He was the brother of Huitzilo- 
pochtli, god of the sun, to whom the great tem- 
ple was built. Brother Tez made frequent jour- 
neys of inspection, like an invisible prefect of 
police, to see what was going on in the city. 
His function, as I understand it, was very simi- 
lar to that which John Schmoll for so long 
performed for us in St. Louis, and he may be 
described as the first Public Welfare Commis- 
sioner.. At any rate, stone seats had been built 
for him upon all the principal streets; and on 
these Tezcatlipoca would sit at all hours of the 
night speculating upon his probable tenure in 
the public service. I am telling you of this to 
make the point that the custom of providing 
these seats continues In Mexico City today. No- 
body any longer believes in the nightly rounds 
of Brother Tez, but the seats are a matter of 
tremendous comfort and convenience to the 
city. If John Schmoll had left for us in 8t. 
Louls a similar monument I am sure we would 
all remember him with the greatest kindness. 
It is a wonderful privilege to rest upon one 
of these seats In the course of seeing Mexico 
City, To find anything of the kind at home, 
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we must go into a park; but here, thanks to 
the old faith in Tezcatlipoca, we find them any- 
where about town. The Aztecs never sat on 
them, since to have done so would have been 
sacrilege; but everybody freely makes use of 
them now. 

On the edge of Mexico City is San Angeles, 
where Santa Anna housed his harem. This is 
one of the most beautiful resorts about the cap- 
ital, and the spirits of ladies dead and gone 
still charmingly pervade the place. It is the 
disposition of man to be stingy with one wife 
and house her meanly in a fiat; but give him a 
harem and he blossoms out in landscape 
gardening and villas such as no Occidental can 
view without shame. We had lunch under the 
trees at San Angele&’s,and there when the cham- 
pagne was poured we dramk to the ladies of 
a time more gallant than owr own. You can 
think what you will of the Orientals; you can 
despise that prodigality of human affection in 
which Santa Anna maintained a place like this; 
but when you stand there amid the fragrant 
roses and blink your eyes at the great tum- 
bling masses of bougainvillea you are glad 
Santa Anna never saw one: of our celebrated 
efficiency apartments. 

All civilization is at length broken down by 
an unsupportable burden of law. The Emperor 
Justinian saw this. He took all the laws of his 
time and burned them, commencing anew with 
the Justinian code. The Mexican civilization 
is older than our own, but only in time. It is 
still younger than our owm in point of sup- 
pression. The things one cam do in Mexico that 
one cannot do in the United States are without 
end. What we consider the facilities for going 
to hell are so numerousgjthat you wonder why 
everyone isn’t off. Yet the Mexicans seem to 
be loitering around without any thought of 
whither they aree-bound. They sell lottery 
tickets upon the streets, go in jubilantly for 


the bullfight, pit their game chickens against 


all comers, assuage their thirst in the open 
cantinas, bet on anything that looks like a 
sporting prodposition and otherwise conduct 
themselves in the freedom of a people who 
have not been conquered by all kinds of re- 
form. I have not heard anybody down here 
say his heart is in the grave. Everybody’s heart 
is in his breast and beating joyfully. Since the 
rest of the world will not let the Mexicans 
run their own country, why wouldn’t it be a 
good idea for us to take them at this stage of 
their development and conduct an experiment 
in self-will? Maybe they would survive us. It 
has never been tried anywhere, and law has 
borne down beneath its destroying wéight every 
other civilization the world has known. I will 
leave this thought with you while I look around 
for something else.

THE ALPINE TYROL PROBLEM 
From the Springfield Republican. 
YROL has been made economically almost 
impossible by the absurd frontiers drawn to 


please Italy by the peace conference. Before tho 
/ war it made a kind of Alpine island connected 
with Austria-Hungary by a narrow isthmus. The 
southern part, up to the mountain passes, was 
assigned to Italy, and what is left is a narrow 
tongue of Alpine land extending between Italy 
and Bavaria to the Swiss frontier, too small and 
elongated, 4nd too remote from the rest of Aus- 
_tria for satisfactory communications. The most 
| westerly province, Voralberg, would like to join 
Switzerland, and perhaps Tyro! in general would 
be satisfied with this solution if it were possible, 
, but Switzerland fears that an enlargement of its 
| territory would involve new complications and 
‘new dangers. Union with Bavaria would be the 
most logical solution. Why is it forbidden? Sim- 
|ply because of the strategic importance of the 
_Alps. So far as numbers go the addition to the 
German republic of a handful of mountaineers 
would matter little, but the extension of German 
power to the Brenner pass is of more serious con- 

Italy would view it with all the more anx- 
iety because it now’ holds “unredeemed” German- 
speaking provinces, and knows by its own long 
servitude to Austria how strongly such provinces 
are drawn toward the motherland. Yet the strong- 
| est opposition has come from France and is based 
on military grounds; German‘control of the high 
Alps is regarded as a menace. -sThe almost unan- 
imous desire of a little State which has a great 
.history and which commands general sympathy 
cannot be ignored. It is “up to” the allies, if they 
insist on drawing the map in a particular way, 
to make their arrangement work—economically 
as well as politicaily. In the long run they will 
either have to make Tyrol their ward and look 
after its welfare or let it gravitate into the 
sphere in which it economically belongs.

Its conclusions are now published 
and distributed by the association of teachers of 
, English of that State. The committee finds that 
classes in English are so large:and hours of in- 
struction so long that little time is afforded for 
personal conferences. English teachers are load- 
ed up with so many teaching periods that little 
| or no time can be given in schoo] hours to reading 
and correcting written themes. Perhaps a more 
| serious finding of the committee is that principals 
in too many cases regard English instruction as an 
easy and subordinafe position, with the conse- 
quence that more poorly trained teachers are 
found in that field than in any other. A further 
difficulty not touched upon in the report is that 
parents frequently make no attempt to correct 
‘the spoken language of their children. Asa re- 
sult, only those with a special aptitude and inter- 
est in the subject ever think outside of the class-
